(b} (1) The Applicant maintains that there is a mistake as to the

existing GI zoning. This property, as shown on the 1996 Land Use
Plan, is designated "Rural Village". (See attachment (b)) (1) Land
Use Map & Key). The property has frontage on Md. State Route 165,

which is functionally classified as a Rural Minoxr Arterial road.
The property also has direct frontage on Dooley Road. The current
GI zoning is not consistent with the Maéter Plan and a downzoning
to a B3 would allow for needed business zoning to serve the
Whiteford Community. There are extensive amounts of under-utilized
oI zoned land in this area of Harford County. The majority of the
indgstrially’zoned land was first granted in 1957 in recognition of
the industrial uses in the area. Many of these uses are no longer
in operation. The subject property was zoned GI in 1982. There is
currehtly an undersupply of business zoned land in the community.
Harford Counﬁy, as part of the Comprehensive Rezoning process,
should have rezoned the subject parcel to B3 in order to make it
consistent with the Mastér Plan and the neighborhood. The adjacent
property situated at thelcorner of Dooley Road and Maryland Route
165 is currently zoned B3.

(2) Since the last Comprehensive Rezoning in 1989, there have
been numerous changes in the neighboxhood. Since 1589, thera.has
been increased traffic on Maryland Route 165. Additionally,

Harford County has granted approval to the Whiteford Sewer

subdistrict project. This property is situated within the




Whiteford-Cardiff sewerlservice area: Other retalil development has
occurred in the neighborhood.
